Many Kentuckians aro familiar with the towering monu- 
ment In I/exlngton Cemetery which ia a lasting memorial to 
Kentucky’s silver-tongued orator, Henry Clay It Is not widely 
known, however, that an ornate Gothic temple first was favored 
as a design for tbe tomb 

It was in 1B5.1, almost three years after the death of the 
aged Sage of Ashland, that H T. Duncan, president of the Clay 
Monument Association, and other interested persona met in 
I,exington aud tentatively accepted a design submitted by a 
Cincinnati architect. The plan called for an elaborate symbolic 
structure which a popular magazine likened to the Sir Walter 
Scott memorial erected in Scotland. 

The memorial was to be a thirteen-sided temple, represent- 
ing the 1.3 original states of the Confederacy. The remains of 
Clay were to be placed In a sarcophagus in the center and a 
statue of Clay was to be placed at proper height for viewing 
the work of the sculptor. A room in the upper part of the me- 
morial was to contain many of the gifts presented to Clay The 
pointed dome of the temple was to be surmounted by a winged 
figure of Famek. while around the sides were to be angels blow- 
ing trumpets, American eagles, and other fanciful devices. 

W'hen a meeting of contributors to the monument fund was 
assembled it was announced the association had but 150,000 to 
spend for a memorial and the proposed temple would cost 
390.000 

It was more than a year and a half later in 1857 that the 
monument associtlon selected a design submitted by Julius 
Adams of Lexington calling for a vault of Egyptian design, sur- 
mounted by a 119-foot Corinthian column topped by a heroic 
statue of Clay. The cornerstone was laid July 4. 1857, with Im- 
pressive ceremonies attended by 50,000 persons. The monument 
was dedicated. Independence Day, 1858.

{Stevenson’s home, now occupied by a state building, 
j John W Stevenson was bom in Virginia in 1812, the Only 
son of Andrew Stevertson, an important political leader. Andrew 
Stevenson was speaker of the Virginia House of DeJegalOs, speak- 
j er of the federal House of Representatives, and minister to Eng- 
land John W Stevenson was a member of both the Kentucky 
: and federal lower houses, governor of Kentucky, United States 
I Senator from Kentucky, and professor of criminal law and con- 
tracts at the Cincinnati Law School. 

Following his graduation from the University of Virginia and 
a period of tutelage in a law office, Stevenson decided, on the 
advice of James Madison, to practice law in the West. He settled 
first in Vicksburg. Mississippi, but in 1841 he moved to Coving 
ton. 

In a very short perod of time, he became a successful lawyer 
In 1845 he was elected to the Kentucky I.egislature from Kenton 
County. From 1857 to 1861 he served in the U S. House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

He managed, during the Civil War, to stay clear of political 
entanglements in Kentucky, though his sympathies rested with 
the South In 1867 he was elected lieutenant governor on a strong 
“Confederate’’ ticket. When Governor John L Helm died aftex 
only a few days in office, Stevenson became acting governor. In 
the following year, he was elected governor by a 90 000 majority 
over
